BOISE — “Buckle Up For Safely" 
becomes more than a catchy phrase 
on Tuesday — it becomes the law, 

I Idaho on Tuesday will Join 22 other 
■ states-ln -requiring that motorists 
and passengers riding In a front seat 
wea r safety restraints. 

The~naw applies’ to~'vehlcies 
manufactured since 1966, pickup' 

- trucks weighing less than 8,000- 
pounds and taxicab drivers and 
passengers riding In the front seat. 

But unlike most states, Idaho's 
“safety^^r«traini=law=wiiF'dep5Hd“ 
heavily on voluntary compliance. 

Deputy Attorney General Pat Cole 
said at a news conference. Monday 
that the law carries $5 dollar penal* 
ty, . plus $15.50 in court costs. 
However, an offender would have to 
be convicted of another of fense.be-

BOISE (AP) — A Supreme Court 
ruling that allows the public to at- 
tend pretrial -hearings in criminal 
cases, even if the defendant objects, 
strikes down - an Idaho statue, a 
Boise attorney said. 

Allen Derr, attorney for the Idaho 
Press. Club, said Ihe-ruilng-is.a vic- 
tory .for the news media in Idaho. ' 

By a 7-2 vote, the high court said 
-Judges may conduct pretrial hear- 
ings only as a last resort to ensure a 
fair trial and only after telling why 
such steps are necessary. 


Prior to Monda y's ruling, a ju^^ 
"in ldaho~was forced lb ~ close a 
■pretrial hearing -if-a-defendant ob- 
jected to the public attending, Derr 
said. 

The statue was used to exclude the 
press from pretrial hearings of 
escaped killer Claude Dallas and of 
Jack White, a former Boise Educa- 
tion Association exceptive director 
accused of '74' counts' of'^ embezzle-' 
ment, grand theft and other 
.chargers, Derrsald. 

"A good many lawyers, judges and 
journalists have long recognized the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supremo Court ended Oakland's 
four-year battle to return the 
Raiders football team from Los 
Angeles, rejecting on Monday the ci- 
ty's claim of enlment domain over 
the club. - - 

The court, which previously re- 
jected the National Football 
Xcague's attempt to halt the 1982 
mo!i.\acted on the appeal by city of- 
ficials without comment. 

Oakland officials had claimed the 
Raiders were subject to eminent 
domain, enabling state and local of- 
ficials to seize private property, in 
this case ownership of the club, for 
public use after paying Just compen- 
sation. 

"The Illegal conspiracy on eminent 
domain by fNFL " Commissioner)’ 
Pete Rozelle and the clly of Oakland 
is finally broken,” the'Raiders said 
in a perpared statement. 

"After seven years of destructive, 
unlawful abuse of the Raiders, the 
city of Oakland and the NFL are now 
clearly responsible for damages and 
^Itorn^s’-fees- resullIng-fronythclT-- 
pcrsecuUon, harrasssment and il- 
legal efforts to drive the Raiders out 
of football.’’ 

Oakland attorney David Self said_

"It means that the eminent do- 
main action Is over, It was a long 
and wcll-Iought battle, but we lost,”
